Responsive to the Office Action mailed July 1, 2009, Applicants hereby elect 
to prosecute the invention of Group I corresponding to Claims 1-14 (drawn to a 
process of electrospinning a polymer dye solution) 

However, Applicants traverse the restriction requirement and respectfully 
request reconsideration and withdrawal of such requirement. The subject matter 
recited in Claims 15-21, which are alleged to be directed to different inventions than 
Claims 1-14, requires fiber prepared by the process recited in Claim 1. However, the 
Examiner has not demonstrated that the products as claimed in Claims 15-21 can be 
made by a process that is materially different from the process recited in Claim 1, as 
required by MPEP Section 806.05(f). Additionally, Applicants submit that it would 
not be a serious burden upon the Office to examine all the pending claims together, 
in view of the dependence of Claims 15-21 from Claim 1.
